NORMAN.—Sixty-three per cent 
of the men and seventeen and one 
half per cent of the women enrol­ 
led in the University of Oklahoma 
are making all or part of their ex­ 
penses through school, according to 
figures 
announced 
this 
week 
by 
George Wadsack, assistant registrar. 
The report shows that 664 men 
and 130 women are earning all of, 
their expenses, while 630 men end 
114 women are earning a part o f 1 
their school expenses. 
The methods used by the students 
in earning their way through school 
are numerous and frequently amus­ 
ing. One fiusky lad, wig dons a 
football 
uniform 
every afternoon, 
makes his expenses by cooking for 
a Norman family and caring for 
their baby. Another sells paper nap­ 
kins during his spare time, and an­ 
other sells fish while he is not at­ 
tending %*hobi.Several students sell 
hosiery, another takes orders for 
butler and eggs, and still another 
solicits orders for an out of 
town 
grocery firm. 
The majority of the men wait 
tables, wash dishes and tend furn­ 
aces for their board and room, and 
pick up odd change by repairing 
typewriters and fountain pens and 
working at 3oda fountains. One en­ 
terprising salesman has accumulated 
quite a respectable bank balance by 
selling arm bands and canes at 
football games. 
Girls find congenial positions do­ 
ing 
housework 
in the homes of 
faculty members and Norman fam­ 
ilies, while others are employed as 
stenographers and typists. 
Two hundred and fifty-six stu*,! 
dents work for the University in 
the capacity of laboratory assistants, 
clerks, and typists.

TWO TRULY GREAT MEN 


It is reported with more outhority than usual that Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and Joseph McKenna are-soon to retire front 
the supreme court of the United States. 
Justice Holmes is 
83 years and Justice McKenna 81. 
The age of voluntary 
retirement from the supreme court it 70. 
The country will view the prospective retirements with 
deep regret, although there will be none to question each 
jurist's right to rest. 
Although past the four score mark in 
years, the opinions of these justices in recent years have 
demonstrated a mental vigor and clarity of reasoning which 
their successors in the prime of life cannot expect to surpass. 
The retirement of Justice Holmes will be the one which 
will strike the deepest chord of popular regret. 
Somehow 
he has won the affection of the public in a degree no other 
jurist was ever able to do. 
In more than 40 years on the 
bench, 22 of which have been in the aloof atmosphere of the 
highest tribunal in the land, Justice Holmes retained the hu­ 
man touch. 
In the great cases on which the high court was divided. 
Justice Holmes dissenting, or Justices Holmes and Brandeis 
dissenting, have come to be phrases to conjure by. 
And it is 
the just tribute to Justice Holmes that the greatest lawyers 
in the country, men who would abhor the idea of criticism 
in the supreme court as a whole, almost without exception 
turn first to his dissenting opinions when a decision of the 
high court is at hand. 
The retirement of Justices McKenna and Holmes will re­ 
move two great figures from the judicial life of the country. 
Their places will not be filled in the true sense of the word. 
—Okmulgee Democrat.

war speeded up the inventive genius of many men, notably 
Ericson with his monitor and Gatling with the machine gun. 
Of course the early gats were clumsy affairs when compared 
with the Brownings, Maxims and others of. today, but it was 
the beginning of guns designed fo r wholesale slaughter.

Gatling worked with a crank and the cartridges were fed 
in from a sort of hopper. The government was stow. to take 
note of the new weapon and it cut little figure in the Civil 
war. 
However, the idea was worked out by other inventors 
and the machine fun finally came into its own during the 
World war when every nation used thousands of them with 
deadly effect.

Tulsa 
man once rented the oil property 
for 26 cents an acre, using it for 
grazing purposes. 
| 
The family of a Euchee tribes- 
\ man was adopted by a cousin when 
I the Euchee was slain in a gun bat­ 
tle over some horses. The widow of 
the dead Euchee later took the 
name of Fannie Crowe 
and 
her 
| daughter-was known as Sina Crowe,

Sina Crow married Kernal Jafck, 
I a Creek brave. During a terrific 
[thunderstorm on August 5, 1899, 
! Sina Crow with her year old daugh- 
. ter, Susie* took refuge under an 
; oak tree. A bolt of lightning strik- 
i ing the tree killed the mother, the 
; papoose surviving.

In 1905 the Indian commission 
j decided to allot the land held by the 
I Creek tribe to individuals. It was 
j ruled that all Creeks who were* liar- 
I ing on April I, 1899, would re- 
! ceive allotments. Fannie Crow, pn 
| the advice of friends, filed for kl- 
| lotments for 
her 
daughter 
and

j but entitled to property because they 
were living on April I of the year

Dr. J. C. W. Bland, now a resi­ 
dent of Tulsa and a friend of many 
| Indians was asked to aid Fannie 
I Crow in picking the allotment. He 
I selected certain tracts 
along the 
i Cimarron river because of the grass 
| that grew there had a value as hay. 
He then leased the land from the 
Indian owner for 25 cents an acre 
and raised hay for several years. 
After a few years he gave up tho 
lease and the land was not used. 
The .strike at Cushing came in 
1912. By August the tract, obtained 
in the name of the dead Sine Crow 
was in the heart of the oil produc­ 
ing region and the Pure Oil company 
leased the land controlled by Fannie 
Crow.

was 
brought in in August 1914, 15 years 
to the monjh after the woman for 
whom the lease was named had been 
killed.
